Primer in ordei to facilitate the passage of the leainei 
from one book to the othei 

Bearing in mind the convenience of teaclieis who are 
accustomed to the oldei editions and who vill for some 
time to come find copies of tliese editions in the hands of 
tiicii pupils, the pubbsheis have desired to leave not only 
the numbering of the paragiaphs, but also the details of 
pagination, as far as possible, undisturbed No fundamental 
change has, theiefoie, been made in the geneial plan of the 
book, and most of the old examples fiom Latin authors
